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no dull, spiritless, gloomy cold days. Put on your sport costume and 
KEEP it on. Miami lives in white duck, bare-headed. The benedic- 
tion of the sun is a birthright. 

Wide, velvety roads give the motorist the constant delight of an 
ever-changing panorama of adventure-tours—to Palm Beach and 
other East Coast resorts, southward, to Royal Palm Park, out the 
marvelous Tamiami Trail canal, and through the heart of the mystic 
E’verglades—there are no poor roads in or around Miami. 

The holiday spirit prevails, without any of the conspicuous draw- 
backs. You may have lunch in Cuba or Bimini (British Isles), and 
air-voyage back to dinner. And always, out yonder, is glittering, scin- 
tillant Biscayne Bay, the teeming interest of one of the world’s finest 
harbors, and Old Ocean, green-blue-opal, under the sunshine. Spiced 
air, like perfume, 1s wafted from those tropic isles around which history 
has woven romance ever since the first Spanish galleon spread its sails. 

But it 1s the spirit of youth that gives Miami its greatest individ- 
uality. Everyone 1s YOUNG AGAIN, the moment they touch foot on 
native sou. And when one is young one can always get the most out 
of life. Throw back the lid of the gem-set jewel case; draw forth the 
fishing rod or the golf bag, the oar or the polo pony. Imagination is 
suddenly colored with gold and scarlet and the blue of stormless skies. 
A magic wand has made you young at heart and in spirit. 
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UNDREDS of miles of perfect roadbed, kept in perfect

The picturesque setting of 

the artistic and commodious clubhouse, before which stretch the 

undulating fairways intermingled with bunkers and hazards and put- 

ting greens as smooth as velvet, nature and art have united to give the 

golfer the ideal for test of skill. ‘he course is 6,238 yards and is dotted 
with beautiful palms and towering pines. 

On the spacious verandas of the clubhouse one may view the entire 
course while being served with the choicest of foods that the market 
affords, and the ladies have been especially favored by having the entire 
second floor arranged for their exclusive use. ‘The club 1s headquarters 
for brilliant gatherings of society as well as the Mecca for some of the 
most noted players from all over the country. 

Several seasons ago, a magician transformed a vast sand barren, at 
Miami Beach, into the sort of eighteen-hole golf course that you see 
once in a lifetime. ‘Today, it is the scene of national golfing events, and 
is beautiful beyond description in its native environment. Imagine go- 
ing to your gamein a motor boat! But you can. Fora canal, that rivals 
Venice, winds in and out, around the big, roomy clubhouse.

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HE bay front is alive with large and small craft, expectant

to be off. The shot! The quick, pulsating leap forward into opales- 
cent waters— and the race is on. 


The midwinter regattas at Miami are a matter of national and 
international moment. Motion-picture reels carry the news of 
them to the four quarters of the globe. And this is but a minor 
part of the water pleasures that await the visitor. Here, in season, 
congregate in our beautiful harbor, the sleek, gold-and-white 
private yachts from EVERYWHERE, lying, like immense gulls, on 
Biscayne’s placid waters and hovering around the garden-hedged 
Royal Palm Hotel and Royal Palm Park where, beneath the coco- 
nut palms, Arthur Pryor and his wonderful band play twice daily. 


Smaller craft have made the inside-course cruise southward, 
too, and are now at journey’s-end, content to remain — forever. 
Busy little excursion boats of exceedingly nominal fares ply in 
every direction— down Biscayne Bay, past that palatial castle of 
dreams, Villa Vizcaya, the home of James Deering, on and on, to 
tropic isles for which this part of Florida is famous. Or there 1s 
canoeing on the canals and rivers, row-boating from every bayside 
hotel, leisurely yachting cruises to fishing grounds that have never 
known an equal. 


There is interest, too, in watching the stately boats come up to 
the immense new Municipal Dock, after safe entry through the 
new Government Ship Canal, now deep enough to accommodate 
any craft. For it is here that the boats laden with fruit from the 
West Indies, the Bahamas, Cuba and still further ports, discharge 
their treasure cargoes. This season will find a superb ocean liner 
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on regular schedule — a liner that 
makes it in record time. 

Or there is the ocean trip to the 
British possession of Bimini — a 
palm-dressed jungle-island, with 
the Fountain of Youth that Ponce 
de Leon was searching for, only a 
short distance away. Miami has its 
canals and its lakes, its rivers and 
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streams, rich in Indian legend. And 
there are boats for EvERY kind of 
cruise or trip. There is no stint of 
them. Neptune is kindly disposed 
hereabouts—the waterways are all 
blessed by consistently pleasant 
weather conditions. Miami Harbor 
is unquestionably one of the most 
popular and well-conducted water 
fronts in the world. It possesses all 
the romance and charm of noted 
European resorts of a similar 
character. 
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IAMI’s accessibility to the ocean front and to bathing 
beaches is now an acknowledged feature, for the 
splendid new Causeway united city and seashore

HE hotel life at Miami is, of course, unparalleled. Here 

again, the spirit of youth is strongly in evidence. Old 

folks become “sweethearts” again. It’s all very bright 
and happy and cordial and fraternal. 

When dusk falls, and the young people—and the old— 
return from their outings, lights gleam on verandas that are 
shaded by vine and flower, and music floats out upon the 
perfumed air.

Of lazy afternoons, when the 
wind blows in from Biscayne Bay, 
there are wisps of waltz music 
under the waving fronds of the 
coconut and royal palm; and the 
click of tea cups, as many young 
folks —and old—revel in freedom 
from dull care—cut as surely apart 
from Winter as though an invisible 
wall of protection had been built 
mountain high. 

And it is the same wherever you 
go—at this hotel or that one—as 
far out as jungle-surrounded Coco- 
nut Grove, where little rustic tav- 
erns and tea houses stand beneath 
the inevitable palms. 


oLo is a comparatively new sport for Miami, but its 


success was instantaneous. Last season a record gath- 
ering of players and polo ponies enlivened the Miami 
Beach grounds. 

As you motor across the causeway, you swing smartly to 
the left and come upon a gala field, with its own grand stand, 
perfect sod, and ample car parkage. Polo is played PROFES- 
SIONALLY AT Miami. The ponies are sent from the finest 
stables in the country —some from abroad. 

Spirited contests are held here, at frequent intervals, and 
the magnitude of the program is evidenced by the ever-in- 
creasing demand for entries. Trophies are offered these 
white-helmeted, alert players, as they dash across the field on 
their nervous, highly educated chargers. It is not too much 
to predict that Miami will become a Winter polo center for 
the most expert players in the saddle. 
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The greatest series of polo games 
ever seen in the United States will 
be inaugurated at Miami Beach 
commencing in December and these 
will include matches with teams of 
International fame. At least three 
complete teams will be on the fields 
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twenty-five ponies, and followers of 
polo are assured of a brilliant 


}- season. 
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t was the Great War that gave Miami its leadership in 
aviation. For during those critical days, the city was one 
mighty eagle’s nest of airplanes. And we have never 

gotten out of the habit. In no city in the United States is air 

travel so consistently a part of the community life. It 1s 

“taken for granted.” The sky is buzzing and humming with 

machines all the while. Only the tourist marvels at the 
astonishing number and frequency of them. 

But here is the statement that is significant: The Govern- 
ment has recognized Miami’s need for air-postal service, and 
the project is almost a reality at this writing. Already the air- 
post reaches as far south as Atlanta, Georgia. Miami is the 
next logical station. There is an existent schedule flight from 
Miami to New York—a sixteen-hour flight only. The Miami 
morning paper has been read the SAME EVENING in the me- 
‘tropolis. Last season inaugurated a consistent aerial schedule 
northward from Miami, with such stop-overs as may be de- 
sired. Twelve hundred people took airplane trips from Miami 
last season. There were no fatalities. These skybound objec- 
tives were Bimini, Cuba, Key West, Nassau, Palm Beach and 
the Bahama Islands. There are numerous operative lines and 
a daily airplane schedule to lands adjacent. Miami was the 
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first city to encourage the idea of air 
travel, as part of daily life—the life 
of the present generation. Three 
training stations were located here 
in war times, by the United States 
Government. There must have 
been a reason. 
Come, ye who love the out-of- 
doors and all that goes with it; the 
| song of the surf, the hiss of the well- 
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ous sport—Muami revels in it, and 
WELCOMES you as one of its merry 
band of players. 
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RYOR and his famous band, frequently a feature of the 

musical program of Miami, over many seasons, has 

been engaged for a longer period than ever before. He 
brings a remarkably fine collection of musicians, and, as is 
well known, his selections cover a wide range and express the 
latest and the best in band work.

The engagement this year 
begins on December seventh and continues for seventeen 
weeks until April fifth. 

The hotels have their own orchestras, and many of the 
most noted concert artists appear regularly at Miam1’s spa- 
cious Temple. The Winter season, in fact, is one of continuous 
musical treats, ranging all the way from grand-opera singers 


to the celebrated violinist, Mischi 
Elman. Miami’s church music has 
received hearty commendation 
from our visitors. 

There is dance music, too, of 
the lilting, swaying, ear-tickling 
kind, at many of the hotels and at 
dance halls on Biscayne Bay and 
the Atlantic Ocean, for those who 
wish to trip the light fantastic.
